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CHECK ON MOSQUITOES. 


From Chambers’s Journal. 

The island of Berbados enjoys a cer- 
tain-immunity from the visitations of 
the malarial mosquito. In any of the 
waters of this island there flourish in 
great quantities a tiny fish known lo- 
cally by the name of “millions,” and 
there is believed to be a connection 
between the existence of this fish and 
the comparative non-existence of the 
malarial mosquito 

Some _ interesting experiments 
now being tried in the West Indies 
with a view to determine to what ex- 
tent one fact bears upon the other, 
and to see whether the beneficent little 
fish can be induced to flourish in the 
water of places where the mosquito 
lavages are more severely felt. It is 
said that the tiny fish has an appetite 


quite out of proportion to its diminu- | 


tive size, and that it feeds to a large 
cxtent on the larvae ofthe mosquito. 
The troublesome insect is jin conse- 
quence practically exterminated in the 
area in which “millions” flourish, and 
hére also, for the well known reason, 
malarial fever is practically non-ex- 
istent.

Peasant Revolt Spreads Over 
Central Russia —- Several 
Cities Bumed and Thou- 


sands Homeless—Douma 
Adopts Agrarian Address 
to People and Fears Forci- 
ble Dissolution —- Central 
American Republics Be- 
gin Peace Conference on 
U.S. Warship After Brief 
Period of War. ; 


Brief Central American War. 

At the very moment that a peace en- 
voy from Guatemala had started for 
Washington to discuss terms of arbi- 
tration with agents of the neighboring 
republics, July 12, the forces of Hon- 
duras and Salvador crossed the border 
into Guatemala and gave battle. Gen- 
eral Regalado, commander of Salva- 
dor’s army, was killed. President Bo- 
nilla of Honduras insisted that his ter- 
ritory had beer 


invaded by a 
Guatemalan 
army. Two 


days later Sal- 
vador attacked 
the Guatema- 
lans at Platinar 
and won a de- 
‘elsive victory, 
Guatemala’s 
killed and 
wounded num- 
bering 2,000. 
Immediately 
the good offices 
of the Ameri- 
can government 
in conjunction 
with those of Mexico were offered, and 
the contending republics agreed to an 
armistice beginning at 6 o’clock a. m. 
July 16 and commissioners on each 
side were appointed. to meet on the 
United States cruiser Marblehead, 
which had been ordered from Panama 
to the waters of Guatemala. In the 
several battles Salvador was vic- 
torious, but lost 700 killed and 1,100 
wounded, while Guatemala lost 2,800 
killed and 8,900 wounded. 


To Reduce British Army. 

Plans for the reorganization of the 
British army as announced by Secre- 
tary of War Haldane contemplate a 
reduction of 20,000 in the regular 
forces, thus taking the long talked of 
step toward disarmament. To re-en- 
force the regular army an expedition- 
ary force of 150,000 men trained for the 
service is to be organized, correspond- 
ing somewhat to our state militia. 


A Minister For Wales. 

In the house of commons the govern- 
ment proposed the creation of a minis- 
ter for’ Wales. The programme was 
adopted 279 to 50, although it came 
without warning.

Trade Treaty With Spain. 

It was announced at Madrid that a 
commercial treaty between Spain and 
the United States had been agreed 
upon, the former having conceded ‘an 
Important reduction on imported Span- 
skh wines, pictures, etc., in return for 
concessions on certain American goods. 


Russian Peasants Beyond Control. 

The uprising of peasants which be- 
gan in the province of Voronezh had 
overspread a large part of central Rus- 
sia by the first of the week and was 
beyond the control of available troops. 
Great masses of the peasantry marched 
in column through the country, burning 
and looting the estates and driving out 
the landed proprietors. For fear of be- 
Ing surrounded the troops retreated. 
In the province of Tula hordes of peas- 
ants camped along the railroads and 
prevented the passage of all trains. 
Many factories were closed owing to 
the refusal of men to work, and the 
ordering of a general strike was antici- 
pated. In their blind fury the peasants 
appeared not to discriminate between 
the property of friends and enemies. 
Among the estates devastated was that 
of M. Kokoshkine, a promfnuent Consti- 
tutional Democrat in the douma. The 
vity of Syzran was burned by incen- 
@iaries, and 40,000 people had to flee 
homeless. Other towns were burning. 

The adoption by the douma of an ad- 
dress to the country was expected to 
precipitate ‘civil war inasmuch that it 
was known<that the czar at last had 
decided. to rely on physical force and 
the army rather-than make the conces- 
sions demanded by the parliament. His

Rate Law Becomes Effective. 

The first step for the enforcement of 
the new railroad rate law has been 
taken by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, which has ordered an expert 
to appraise and fix a value on every 
railroad in the United States that the 
commission may determine whether 
any rate is reasonable and just. Pro- 
fessor Henry C. Adams of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan and statistician for 
the interstate commerce commission 
has been invited to enter the employ of 
the commission to devise a uniform 
system of bookkeeping for all the rail- 
roads and to appraise their value. The 
new system, it is hoped, will be in op- 
eration by July 1, 1907, and the roads 
will be required to Observe a fiscal 
year corresponding to that of the gov- 
ernment. 

Cramps to. Build Battleships. 

Secretary Bonaparte has awarded to 
William Cramp & Sons of Philadelphia 
the contract to build the 16,000 ton bat- 
tleship South Carolina, and’ the con- 
tract for the Michigan, which must be 
completed in forty months, he has giv- 
en to the New York Shipbuilding com- 
pany of Camden, N. J. These contract- 
ors were the lowest bidders and will 
receive respectively $3,540,000 and $3,- 
585,000. The construction of these 
two fighters on the Delaware river will 
give steady employment to 15,000 for 
three years ahead. 

Shaw’s Financial Move. 

Secretary Shaw has designated a 
number of national banks as govern- 
ment depositories and notified them 
that the bonds to secure deposits 
should be placed with the: government 
at once. At the same time he has call- 
ed the loan made to various institu- 
tions with state and municipal bonds 
as security to the amount of $10,000,- 
000, This had to be paid in on or be- 
fore the 20th, the date of sale of the 
new Panama bonds. The treasury will 
leave on deposit with the banks at least 
one-third of the amount of the Panama 
issue.

This 
amendment provided that every voter 
must pay a tex of $1, and it thus prac- 
tically disfranchised 20,000 poor ne- 
groes in the black belt. The opinion is 
expected to increase the Republican 
vote by that number. 


Jerome Criticises President. 

Before a meeting of Georgia lawyers 
at Warm Springs, Ga., District Attor- 
ney Jerome of New York made an. ad- 
dress in which he asserted that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was not competent to 
criticise the judges as he had done. 
This statement was loudly applauded 
by the lawyers, and at the conclusion 
of his speech Jerome received a great 
ovation. Hé also criticised the news- 
papers on the ground of their inaccurate 
and partisan reports of public occur- 
rences.

After an extended investigation the 
city of St. Louis, through Circuit At- 
torney Sager, begun suit against the 
Polar Wave Ice and Fuel company 
and the Merchants’ Ice and Coal com-, 
pany, alleging that they are in a com- 
bination to restrain trade and to fix 
the price of ice. Judgment was asked 
for $71,400 against each as fines for 
the 714 days during which the agree- 
ment is alleged to have been in effect. 
Dead Official’s Shortage. 

In the accounts of the late .Major 
George A. Bartlett, who for twenty- 
five years was the chief disbursing 
officer of the United States treasury, 
a shortage of $33,000 has been discov- 
ered, which his bondsmen, the Fidelity 
and Deposit company of Baltimore, 
will have to make good..

The Tax Rate. 


What has been feared for several 
years has come at last. The tax rate 
has passed the $17 mark, and Andover 
has lost her position so long held as a 
conservative town. S 

The loss of: a large amount of per- 
sonal property. and the inereased ap- 
propriations of last March are given as 
the reasons for the increased rate. 
Assuming that the assessors have been 


for personal property, and we_ believe 4 
they have been both, thére is nothing | 
in that situation that could be helped. 
Several large estates have been divided, 
and changes in some others have mate- 
rially affected the amount of taxable 
investments open to Andover assessors, 
It is undoubtedly true that a large 
amount of taxable personal property is 
not taxed by the assessors. Such always 
has been the case, and, probably always 


will be until there is a change in the 
laws affecting the taxation of personal 
property: Such a-change is bound_to 
come, and is, in fact, looked for at the 
next session of the legislature, as the 
result of study now being given to the 
question. To many the remedy seems 
to be for a collection of all personal 
property tax by the State at a uniform 
rate, with a proper apportionment to 
the different cities and towns. No 
plan can be framed that will suit all of 
the interested parties, but it certainly 
does look as if some plan might be for- 
mulated that would remove the present 
universal dodging of this lawful assess- 
ment. : 

But the real reason for the increased 


| tax rate is to be found in the cut of the 


garment rather than the scanty mate- 
rial. .We.-have been for many years 
pinching the seams and using the very 
selvages. in order to come out whole at 
the old rate. Those who have been 
well informed as to town affairs have 
seen this very situation coming. We 
have, to put it-in a few words, spent 
too much money at-our annual town

A $17.50 tax rate isn’t a bit welcome, 
but it may be suffered for a year if it 
all our citizens that the 
place’to establish a tax rate is in the 
annual town meeting, and that money 
voted in March means taxes assessed in 
August.

HIGH TAX RATE 


Advance of $1.50 per Thousand Over Last 
Year—Rate will be $17.50. 


At the regular meeting of the Select- 
men, held on ‘Monday, the tax rate for 
1906 was fixed at-$17.50 per $1000. This 
is an adyance of $1.50 over last year, 
when the rate was $16 per $1000. For 
the past five years the rate has been the 
same, having changed in 1900, when it 
was $15.50 per $1000, 

The reasons given for the large in- 
crease are that there has been an enor- 
mous shrinkage in real and personal 
estate during the past year, especially in 
the deaths of twoof Andover’s wealthiest 
people, that a sewerage note cf $5000 
comes due this year, and that $10,000 
more than usual was appropriated at the 
last Town meeting. 


The Special Town Meeting. 


The articles in the’ Town warrant, 
which will be discussed on next Wed- 
nesday evening, are very important and 
in all probability there will be a large 
attendance. The most important article 
which will be discussed will be the 
change of location of School street for 
the proposed railroad station. 

Another important question will be: 
To see if the Town will accept the gift 
of ‘Twenty-five thousand Dollars (25,000) 
made by the will of Mrs. Helen G. 
Coburn to form:a permanent endowment 
fund for Memorial Hall. 

The third article, which is probably of 
no less importance than the two,pre- 
vious, will be: To see if the Town will 
vote to allow a certain lot of land on 
Corbett street to be used as a cemetery 
for the purpose of burial. 

All these articles are of exceptional 
interest to the citizens, and it is ex- 
pected that much discussion will be the 
result.

Held for Superior Court. 


A well known young man from North 
Andover was tried before Judge Colver | 
J. Stone on Monday evening, on the 
charge of disturbing the peace on Essex 
street, on Sunday evening. The arrest 
was made by Officer Jaquith about nine 
o’clock and the disturber was locked up. 
He was later bailed out by friends. 

The trial was held in Judge Stone’s 
office at 7.30 0’clock and the defendant 
was represented by Lawyer Mahoney of 
North Andover. Seven witnesses were 
sworn and the first one to testify was 
Frank L. Cole, who said he -was sitting 
on his piazza about nine o’clock when 
he heard some young men coming up the | 
street and stop about forty feet from his 
house. He then heard a bottle break as 
if thrown by one of the party and«heard 
some very profane language. Officer 
Jaquith then happened along and. he 
spoke to him about the disturbance and 
the latter left’ him. He said he could 
not recognize any of the young men. 

James Abercrombie was then called 
and he corroborated the statements of 
Mr. Cole and said he could not tel) if the | 
defendant was causing the disturbance 
or not. 

Officer Jaquith was the next witness 
and he said he had been annoyed every 
Sunday night by young men who came 
from North Andover and Lawrence and | 
on Sunday evening his attention was at- 
tracted to this particular crowd and that 
he had been following them al] the even- 
ing. He said that he heard some very 
profane language and that just before 
the arrest he saw the defendant kick a 
hat which was worn by one of the 
party. He claimed that he arrested the 
defendent as the leader in the fracas, 

The defendant was then called and he 
testified that he and a friend had come 
to Andover on the electric cars and that 
he had enjoyed a walk for about an hour 
on the hill. A few minutes before he 
was arrested he was walking up Essex 
street when he met a party of friends 
from North Andover and all stopped and 
talked for a few minutes. One of the 
party was badly under the influence of 
liquor, and after a few minutes’ conver - 
sation, he threw his own hat to the 
ground and kicked it into the street. It 
was at this point that the arrest was 
made. 

Four other witnesses testified for the 
defendant and all corroborated the state- 
ments made. 

Lawyer Mahoney then made an 
eloquent plea for the defendant, claim- 
ing that it was aclear case of mistaken 
identity on the part of the officer; as the 
young man arrested bore an excellent 
reputation and that the evidence showed 
that the wrong man had been arrested. 

Judge Stone thought differently, how- 
ever, and a fine of $10 was imposed. The 
young man’s father appealed and he was 
ordered to furnish $200 bonds for his ap- 
pearance at a session of the Superior 
court which sits in September.

“COMMUNICATION, 


The New Station. 


To the Editor of the Townsman: 

By far the most-important article in 
the Warrant, which comes up for con- 
sideration at the Town meeting next 


| Wednesday evening, is the one dealing 


with the new station. Indeed, it is one 
of the most vital subjects which the 
town has been called upon to deal with 
for a number of years. 

There is no question in the minds of 


; the citizens of the town, who are the 


most generous patrons of the B. & M,, 
but that a new station has been a crying 
need in Andover for more than a score 
of years. The old station hss been “a 
reproach and an abomination” so long 
that we have come to look upon it as - 
something to be endured, hoping for a 
cure in the distant future. During all 
these years it has’ been the general 
opinion that a new location was needed 
as much asa new building. Situated as 
it is ai j resent, its approach from Essex ! 
street iu sloppy weather demands a mud 
scow or a modern Sir Walter Raleigh. 
In winter it is next to impossible to 
walk dry shod into the station. The 
writer has seen the plans of the new 
station, and there does not appear to be 
any provision made to overcome the ex- 
isting nuisances. 

All these ills can be avoided by.moving 
the station 200 feet further south, or to 
a point almost at the foot of School 
street. This location has long been con- 
sidered an ideal spot for the new station 
when the time for change arrived. 
There is a slight eminence just at that 
point,- which would raise the station 
sufficiently to be seen by trains approach- 
ing either way. There is a. better 
chance for architectural display and for 
beautified surroundings. It isa chance 
of a life time for Village Improvement. 

Then there is the crossing difficulty, 
another consideration. Moving the 
station farther south means relieving 
the blocking at the crossing- and the 
withdrawal of puffing and smoking en- 
gines from the houses around, at ‘present 
a great nuisance to residents there. 
It may be that the convenience of the 
public will be better suited in the pres- 
ent location. Many citizens doubt it. 
It may be that there are engineering 
difficulties in making a change of loca 
tion. They are not insurmountable. It 
may be there is not enough land at that 
point. Land can be bought,-and bought 
reasonably, it is believed. 

The engineers of the road are ex- 
pected to be present at the town meet- 
ing and explain matters. It is to be 
hoped that the men who are. always in 
the front for Andover’s welfare will see 
to it that this much needed and long 
promised improvement is made not only 
in the interest of the B. & M., but for 
the public good and the town’s improve- 
ment. eee

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A VETERAN'S REFLECTIONS. 


Interesting’ Comment by a Long Time 
Legislative Observer, Regarding 
the Last Session.

He is a Grand Army veteran and a close 
student of political affairs, and his com- 
ment is so interesting, and so worthy of 
a wide reading, his letter to the Graphic 
is printed here in full. 


To, the Editor of the Graphic: 


The passing of Gethroism is the ab- 
sorbing reflection to the observer of 
State House affairs, as the session of 
1906 closed with the spectacular events 
of the ten days before prorogation. 

What Gethro was guilty of, or the 
method of dealing with that unhappy 
young man, are questions of minor im- 
portance when compared with what 
might be termed Getbroism in legisla- 
tion on Beacon Hill. The investigation 
was a very expensive affair and the cost 
to the Commonwealth was little short 
of unwarranted, unless the state shall 
be permanently benefitted in the char- 
acter of representation in the general 
court. That which stands for Gethro- 
ism, by no means originated with the 
career in the legislature of the Boston 
representative. His expulsion from the 
House that June afternoon was, let us 
hope, the fatal stab at a system of long 
standing on Beacon Hill, which can only 
be revised by the grossest negligence 
upon the part of those who may from 
time to time shape the course of legis- 
lative procedure from session to session 
and are guardians of methods and prac- 
tices promoting legislation. It would be 
useless to contend that there can be ‘no 
centralization of authority and influence 
in legislative methods as well as in leg- 
islation. Few are ignorant of the fact 
that the chances of success or failure 
of measures are largely dependert upon 
the endorsement of presiding officers 
and chairmen of committees. Such con- 
trol should be as apparent in the realm 
of methods promoting legislation, even 
to the very outposts of law making, for 
it is at these points that the mischief 
often commences. An instance in point 
that might be mentined, is the very 
bill that threw Gethro out of court. 
The Bucket Shop, bill, so called, was a 
measure, the merits of which were 
beyond question, but from its inception 
it was marked for slaughter, and its 
career is therefore an effectual and tell- 
ing illustration of the issue which is 
here contended for. Every method, 
good, bad and indifferent, known to the 
art of law making, was applied to the 
Bucket Shop bill, and it, as well as Geth- 
ro, was made the scapegoat to carry sins 
“into a land not inhabited”. 

James Creelman says that no law can 
pass the national house without the 
consent of Speaker Cannon, so absolute 
is his influence, and he also says that 
the speaker’s room in the Nationai Cap- 
itol is the political nerve centre of the 
country.-..What Cannon’ and his room 
are to the country at large, Speaker 
Cole and the rules committee room are 
to Massachusetts. The little room in 
the State House known as the Speaker’s 
Room, where his committee on rules 
conducted the recent investigatiun, is 
really the nerve centre of the Common- 
wealth, as truly as is the room in Wash- 
nigton where one of the most remarkable 
men in the country is “at home”. 

Now, when Mr. Cole and his com- 
mittee on rules made the momentous re- 
port which led to -the expulsion of 
Gethro, it set a new pace to affairs on 
Beacon Hill. In a degree, at least, old 
things will pass. away and all things will 
become new. The unwarranted license 
enjoyed by certain representatives of the 
press and the lobby, will hereafter be 
curtailed to a considerable extent. These 
conditions will be but the. natural out- 
come. of the investigation, and with the 
advent of this new order of things will 
disappear that which was termed in the 
outset of this article, Gethroism.

Of 
course the men who are hopelessly and 
utterly drink depraved are not treated 
in this way by the judge. To them the 
usual punishment of Imprisonment is 
meted out. 
Census of the Defectives. 

A special report on the blind and 
deaf just issued by the bureau of cen- 
sus shows that there were in the 
United States in 1900 64,763 blind 
persons, Of these 57.2 per cent were 
males. The most important causes of 
blindness were cataract, accidents and 
operations, old age and sore eyes. Al- 
most 65 per cent of the blind became 
so after the age of twenty-one, thus 
proving the contention of the new as- 
sociations that the blind ‘need other 
help than that which is offered in the 
ordinary institutions. Of the blind of 
ten years or older 20 per cent were en- 
gaged in gainful occupations as com- 
pared with 50 per cent of the general 
population. ’ 

The total number of deaf in 1900 
was 39,287, or 1 in 850 of the popula- 
tion. Of these 37,426 were totally 
deaf. Upon. the whole, deafness is 
more Common in the northern than the 
southern part of this country. Of the 
deaf 24,8369 could not speak at all and 
55,501 could speak well, the latter hay- 


most cases. Of those of at least ten 
-years of age °85 per cent were gain- 


fully employed as compared with 50 


per’cent of the general population:

| The International Power company 
has purchased the Herreshoff patents 
and will being to manufacture torpedo 
boats to be operated by alcohol motors.

Pipe Trust to Dissolve. 

The allied companies of the sewer 
pipe trust, through their attorney, an- 
nounced at Jamestown, N. Y., that the 
! combination would be dissolved rather 

than submit to the Investigation of the 

federal grand jury. The promise was 
accepted at its face value and the in- 
vestigation was abandoned just as the 
‘testimony was about to be submitted 
; to the jury. But the trust will have 
| to furnish proof of final dissolution to 
the attorney general. 


Grocers Approve Packers. 

The Chicago meat packing compa- 
nies received a clean bill of health at 
the hands of the executive committee 
of the National Wholesale Grocers’ as- 
Sociation at Chicago. The sentiment 
of the twenty-five members of the com- 
mittee was general that the products 
had always been found clean, whole- 
some and up to standard grades.

Unionists Quit Labor Party. 

The San Francisco Labor counc!! has 
withdrawn all responsibility for the

| operation. 


Strikes at Union Basis. 

Commandant Lutze of the Washington 
navy yard proposes putting the men on 
piece-work or else resorting to the pre- 
mium system. While the latter plan 
admits the right of the union to 
say what a workman’s maximum out- 
put shall be, it permits him to do more 
work voluntarily at a proportionate 
increase in pay.

Plumbers Threaten General Strike. 

A strike of the New York city plumb- 
.ers local No. 2 for $5.25 per day devel- 
oped a peculiar situation when the mas- 
ter plumbers succeeded in making an

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meantime local No, 2 had offered to go 
to work for $5.00 and the Associated 
Building trades was appealed to. The 
master plumbers were notified that if 
the new men were not discharged a 
general strike would be ordered affect- 
ing* 100,000 workmen and paralyzing 
the building trades of the city. 

Victory For Open Shop Claimed. 

In an address at the annual meeting 
of the National Association of Manu- 
facturers at Buffalo President James 
W. Van Cleave congratulated the or- 
ganization on its success in winning 
the victory for the open shop. He said 
the American people were with them 
in their fight for liberty and that they 
would win as surely as the sun would 
rise.. As to the latest move of organ- 
ized labor to go into politics, he felt. 
confident that the more widely the 
proposal was set forth the more dam- 
aging to that idea the result would be. 


SCIENTIFIC 


New Light on Appendicitis. 

A noted German physician, Dr. Berg- 
man, at a meeting of the Berlin Med- 
ical association, agreed with others 
present that the clinical diagnosis of 
appendicitis seldom permitted an ac- 
curate judgment of the case, and seri- 
ous doubt of the value of operations 
was. expressed. Professor Orth said 
that in 10- per cent of his cases -the 
appendix did not, confirm the diagnosis, 
and in another 10 per cent there was 
no disease whatsoever, while he knew 
of many serious cases which had been 
cured without operating. 

New Lockjaw Treatment. 

A new treatment for lockjaw has 
been used successfully in two cases at 
the Pennsylvania hospital in Philadel- 
phia. It is simply a more rational use 
of the tetanus antitoxin. Heretofore 
it has been the practice to make the 
injection in the spinal cord without 
regard to the locality of the infection. 
Now the plan is to inject into a nerve 
close to the-point of infection. 

The Earth a Self Heater. 

Professor Charles Thwing announces 
as a result of his researches at the 
Western Reserve university that the 
common metals and rocks of which 
the earth is constituted have the inter- 
nal temperature due to radio activity. 

| He estimates that the heat thus con- 
stantly generated will maintain the 
earth at its present temperature for 
many millions of years, and he con- 
cludes that at least a part 6f the sun’s 
heat is due to the same principle with- 
in itself.

School Books In Politics. 

A committee of the Chicago school 
board has recommended that a central 
committee of teachers pass on all

From this list @re omitted all 
institutions having formal denomina- 
tional connections or which ‘require 
their trustees to belong to a particular 
church, -It omits also all institutions 
controlled and supported by a state or 
municipality ‘and always follow below 
the. academic standard of the college 
which the trustees have adopted.

FIGHTING COCKS IN DEMAND. 


From the London Daily. Mail. 
The export of fighting cocks to tne 
Colonies has been on the increase, A!- 
most every liner that sails from South- 
ampton for Cape Colony carries a con- 
signment of these feathered gladia- 
tors. 
Cock fighting is not only permitted 
by law in Cape Colony, but it has be- 
come almost a national pastime and 
exhibitions of fizhting. cocks are as 
well established there as dog shows 111 
this country. A large number of Brit- 
ish fighting cocks ar. also sent to the 
west coast States of America. 

Nor has cock fighting become extinct 
in this country, though forbidden by 
law, In the Black Country, around 
Oldbury, Wednesday, and West Brom- 
wich, it flourishes, patronized chiefly 
by the brawny puddiers on a Sunday 
morning. Most of the spurs, both sil- 
ver and steel, are made at Walsall; 
they are intended for export, and are 
for home fights. 

There still lives in North Warwick- 
shire the representative of a family 
which for generations has been devot- 
ed to the breeding of fighting cocks. 


Because of frequent disregard of the 
law in relation to burials the board of 
health has adopted the following re- 
vised regulations, incorporating sev- 
eral sections of Chapter 78 of the re- 
vised laws: 

Section 39. No undertaker or other 
yerson shall bury in a city or town a 
Luman~ bedy or the ashes” thereof 
which have been brought into this 
Commonwealth until he has received 
a permit so to do from the board of 
health or its agent appointed to issue 
such permits, or if there is no sucn 
toard. from the clerk of the city or 
town in which the body is to be buried 
or the funeral is to be held, or from 
a person appointed to have the care of 
the cemetery or the burial ground in 
which the interment is made, if a re- 
cord is kept of the names of all per- 
sons buried therein, or from a duly 
eppointed superintencent of burials in 
such city or town who keeps a record 
of interments.. Such permit shall not 
be issued until the undertaker or other 
person has delivered a certificate to 
said board of health, agent, clerk, 
superintendent or person having such 
care, giving the name of the deceased, 
his age as nearly as can be ascertair- 
ed, the cause of death, the name of 
the city or town in which he last re- 
sided or from which ‘the body. was 
brought, or, if the death occurred 2t 
sea the name of the vessel upon which 
it occurred,: and any other facts re- 
quired for record which could be ob- 
tained with reasonable exertion. The 
poard of health or its agents or the 
superintendent or person having such 
care, shall upon receipt of such -cer- 
tificate, . forthwith countersign and 
transmit it to the city or town clerk;

An undertaker = shall 
not bury the ashes of a human body 
until he has received from the person 
having charge of the crematory a cer- 
tificate that the burial permit and the 
certificate of the medical examiner pre- 
requisite of the cremating of said body 
have been duly presented. 

“Section 42. Whoever violates any 
of the provisions of the four preced- 
ing sections shall-forfeit not more than 
fiftv dollars.” 

Regulation 57. The board of health 
requires as conditions of all undertak- 
er‘'s licenses: 

ist. A permit be obtained in all 
cases before the burial of a body. 

2nd. Before the burial.of a body 
brougbt from outside of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, a Permit 
must be obtained from the local Board 
of Health. 

3rd. When a body is brought to this 
city for burial from any other city or 
town within the Commonwealth, the 
undertaker receiving and burying such 
body. shall within twenty-four hours 
after the burial takes place, file in the 
office of the Board of Health a_ full 
and. complete return of the death and 
burial, on the regular plank form 
furnished for that purpose by the 
Health Department. 

Regulation 58. Whenever an under- 
taker is called to take charge of the 
funeral rites of a person dying without 
medical attendance, he shall immedi- 
ately give notice of the same at the 
office of the Board of Health. 

The Agent or Clerk shall thereupon 
investigate the case and find a phy- 
sician to sign the death certificate, or 
take such other action as may be ne- 
cessary in the matter.

death of James F. Doyle was given 
out by Judge Rowell Tuesday morn- 


ing. « 
COMMONWEALTH OF MASSA- 
CHUSETTS. : 
Essex ss» Police Court of Lawrence. 


An inquest relating to .the death 
of James F. Doyle was held by me in 
the Police Court of Lawrénce on July 
16, 1906, and by contimuance on July 
19, 1906. and I find and report as fol- 
lows: , . 

On June 18. 1906 about, 10.20 p. m., 
the body of James F. Doyle was dis- 
covered lying near the track of the 
Boston & Northern Street Railway in 
North Andover on the Salem Turnpike 
about half ways between Farnham’s 
turnout and the Ledge turnout. The 
discovery was made by the motorman 
of a car’ running’ from~ Lawrence...to 
Salem which had left Farnham’s turn- 
out at 10.15 p. m. and was running 
toward the next turnout at the Ledge. 
The man was not killed’ by this car. 
He was seen by motorman and passen- 
gers, who were in the front vestibule, 
before the car reached him lying too 
far from the track to be struck by the 
ear. After passing him the car was 
stopped and run back by the body 
without touching it. The front of the 
skull was crushed in, which was the 
only serious injury. At the time this 
ear-passed-the exposed parts of the 
body, the face and hands, were. cold, 
but the parts protected. by clothing 
were warm. This car had passed at 
Farnham’s turnout a car bound to- 
ward Lawrence. and this north bound 
car had passed the place where the 
body was lying about ten minutes be- 
fore it was discovered by the people 
on the south-bound car. The crew of 
the north-bound car saw nothing of 
the man when they passed; that car 
was examined on the same night at the 
ear-barn and no sign of accident was 
discovered. Witnesses observed the 
track of an automobile upon the high- 
way some eight or ten feet from where 
the body was lying, The crew of the 
northbound car passed an automobile 
standing in the highway headed south 
with three men standing beside it just 
north of the ledge. This automobile 
would naturally have passed the place 
where the body was found about twen- 
ty minutes before the body was dis- 
covered. 

It is unlikely that the injuries which 
| caused this man’s death were the ‘re- 

sult of a fall without other violence. 

There was evidence that he had been 

drinking; and it is possible that he 
| was lying near the track and when the 

northbound car passed raised himself 

enough to be struck by it; there is a 
| strip of grass and weeds between the 
| highway and the track that partly con. 
| cealed the body and made it easier 

than it otherwise would have been for 

the motorman of. the northbound car to 
pass-the-man...either living or dead 
without seeing him. In case his death 
| was caused by the northbound car, I 
| find that no blame therefor attaches

VETERANS EXEMPT 
UNDER THE NEW LAW. 


The new Jaw in regard to exempting 
civil war veterans and their widows 
from. taxation as approved by the 
governor last Aipril, is as- follows; 

Section 1—Soldiers and. ‘sailors’. who 
served in the military or naval ser- 
vice of the United States in the war 
of. the rebellion, and who. were hon- 
orably discharged therefrom, shall, at 
their request,-be.exempt frqm the as- 
sessment of a poll tax, and the prop- 
erty of soldiers and sailors who served 
a saforesaid and were honorably dis- 
charged as aforesaid, but who would 
not be entitled to exemption under ‘the 
13th clause of section 5 of chapter 12 
of the Revised Laws, and the property 
of the wives or widows of such sol- 
diers or sailors. shall be exempted 
from taxation to the amount of $1000 
in the case of each person; provided 
that the whole estate real and per- 
sonal, of the person 80 exempted does 
not exceed in value the sum of $5000; 
and provided, further, that only $1000 
shall be exempted to any one family, 
and that the combined property of the 
family does not exceed $5000. 

Section 2-The widows of soldiers 
and sailors who served as aforesaid 
end who lost their lives in the war 
of the rebellion shall be entitled to 
such exemption from taxation as is 
specified in the 13th clause of sec- 
tion 5 of chapter 12 of the Revised 
Laws. 

Section 3—This act shall take effect 
upon its passage. (Approved by the 
governor, ‘April, 1906.
